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Independent’s Maxine Heifner dead at 85

Maxine Heifner, who in 1994 first had the 
idea to start a new newspaper in Belleville 
to tell both sides of the story, died Sunday 
at the age of 85. 

Maxine was an ultra-enthusiastic 
Republican, but she and other organizers 
gathered together community members 
who were avid Democrats and added a 
Libertarian until there were 12 investors 
--enough to start a paper at a $1,000 
investment apiece. 

It all started in late 1994 when Maxine 
and her husband George (who died in 
2010) were in Arizona and Rosemary 
Otzman, who just got a computer, made up 
little newspapers to keep them informed on 
what was going on in Van Buren Township, 


Oh, the leaves

where they lived. 

Ron Manley at the Belleville Print Shop 
had a fax machine, so Otzman took the 
weekly newspapers there and Manley 
faxed them to Arizona. 

Manley also made a few copies to put on 
his counter to give to customers. 

That little newspaper grew into the 
Independent and Maxine and George 
Heifner worked tirelessly to help get 
content for the paper, deliver the papers to 
drop-off points at stores, and do anything 
they could to help. 

Maxine was teased by the owner of the 
meat market then next to the Belleville 
Police Department about all the money 
she was making with this free newspaper 
because she delivered it each week in a 
fancy Lincoln. 


Maxine and George, as a team, covered 
the swearing in of Tina Brooks Green as 
34" District Court Judge for the first time. 
They loved covering parades and veterans’ 
events. 

Maxine’s most compelling interest was 
politics at every level. She got up and 
spoke at township board meetings and, at 
one point, organized a full Republican slate 
to run against the incumbent Democrats. 

Maxine donated her financial expertise 
to the Independent for years, setting up the 
bookkeeping and going after advertisers 
who refused to pay their bills. They hated 
to see her coming because she didn’t give 
up. 

George was an electrician (as well as a 
Marine who served in World War II) and 
he wired up the Independent production 


room and took pictures for the paper. He 
was especially adept at climbing up high 
on structures to take long shots of events 
like the annual bridge walk. 

When the couple moved to Arizona 
and then to South Carolina and then to 
Brownstown Township, they received 
their Independents every week and Maxine 
pored over the weekly financial reports. 

A few weeks ago, she sent a message to 
the investors that she thought it was time 
for another rate hike. 

Maxine didn’t like Donald Trump’s 
candidacy when the primaries were on, but 
after he was nominated, she softened a bit. 
“I’m not voting for Hillary!” she stated. 

She filled out her absentee ballot and 
voted before she died.

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Black Lives Matter planned protest at BHS goes off peacefully

A Black Lives Matter peaceful protest 
was planned for the Belleville High School 
home football game against Lincoln High 
School on Friday — and it went off as 
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promised: peacefully. 

“Tt was wonderful,” said Van Buren 
Public Schools Supt. Pete Kudlak. “It 
worked really well.” 

He said the organizer of the protest was 
DaQuann Harrison, 17, and he reached 
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out to the district and told of his plans and 
discussed it with them. 

He said the students were very compliant 
at every step. 

“It was just kids trying to discuss a topic 
that was very important to them,” Supt. 
Kudlak said. 

He said people were calling and emailing 
him saying this shouldn’t be approved on 
school property. 

“But it’s a student protest and what better 
place for students than at a school?” he 


asked. “We need to teach them and what 
better place than at a school?” 

“It was a great model for our students to 
see,” Kudlak said. 

Belleville Police Chief Hal Berriman said 
everything went fine on Friday and there 
was not a single incident. 

He said DaQuann met with both 
superintendents and the police department 
to discuss the protest and a plan was 
worked out.

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Belleville DDA votes to bring in 
six new sculptures for 2017

The city of Belleville Downtown 
Development Authority voted unanimously 
at its Oct. 19 meeting to provide six new 
outdoor sculptures for the DDA district for 
the 2017 season. 

DDA Coordinator Carol Thompson said 
the Van Buren Township DDA has agreed 
to work with the Belleville DDA again 
and get some sculptures for the VBT DDA 
district. 

The 2016 project was the first time the 
two DDAs had worked together on the 
sculptures. Belleville got six sculptures and 
VBT got four, for a total of ten sculptures 
from the Midwest Sculpture Initiative. 

The DDA Public Art Committee, who 
chose the sculptures for 2016, was Sabrina 
Richardson-Williams and Rosemary 
Loria of the Belleville DDA, Councilman 
Tom Fielder, President of the Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts Doug Dalton, 
VBT DDA Deputy Executive Director 
Lisa Lothringer, and Belleville DDA 
Coordinator Thompson. 

Thompson said the Belleville DDA spent 
$5,000 to $5,500 a year for the sculptures, 
with fund raising for the rest of the cost. 

Thompson said this year she would like 


to have DDA members get together to 
brainstorm on fund raising, since the same 
donors have been supporting the project. 

In other business in the 26-minute 
meeting, the DDA: 

e Was informed the presentation by Terra 
Firma on Village Park ponds was cancelled 
because of a death in the family. The 
presentation is expected to be on the Nov. 
16 agenda; 

e Agreed to organize holiday events to 
encourage local shopping and dining after 
Thompson said she was approached by 
business owners who would like to take 
part in a Downtown Holiday Shop Local 
Promotion. The DDA approved staff time, 
printing, and advertising costs. Preliminary 
plans call for the project to launch on Shop 
Small Saturday, Nov. 26, being highlighted 
during Winter Fest, and completed by 
Christmas. Thompson said the DDA cannot 
award cash or purchase prizes with TIF 
money and may need businesses to donate 
or sponsor the promotional campaign; 

e Discussed the District Maintenance 
Calendar, with Thompson reporting they 
plan to winterize the kayak launch a week 
after its use for the fall canoe event. She 
said two of the district’s newer trees were

VBT DDA gives 
Aerotropolis one 
more chance 


After discussing the poor investment of 
$25,000 a year the Van Buren Township 
Downtown Development Authority has 
been making since 2009 to Aerotropolis, the 
DDA decided to give it one more chance. It 
authorized another payment of $25,000 to 
Aerotropolis. This makes $200,000 the VBT 
DDA has allocated to Aerotropolis without 
a payback. 

At Tuesday’s meeting, the DDA spent 
more than an hour listening to Aerotropolis 
representatives say what they are going to 
do for VBT and hearing DDA members 
question the $25,000 yearly costs that have 
brought nothing in return. 

Marco Salomone, the full-time director of 
business development for Detroit Region 
Aerotropolis, when questioned, said Huron 
Township had dropped out of Aerotropolis 
(not paying dues), Belleville does not pay 
dues, Ypsilanti Township pays just $15,000 
and the City of Ypsilanti also asked for 
a $10,000 waiver. Wayne County pays 
$100,000; Washtenaw County pays $50,000, 
DTE pays $10,000 and the Airport Authority 
paid $90,000 for a marketing event and will 
pay again for such an event next year. 

Whether a community pays or not that 
community is still on the map in the 
Aerotropolis literature that pushes seven 
communities between the Willow Run and 
Metro airports. Salomone admitted there had 
been a “failure to launch...study after study” 
and more flash and pizzaz than tackling and 
scoring for Aerotropolis.

When Maxine and George lived in 
Columbia, South Carolina, they invited 
me down for a visit and I left here after 
delivering the Independents on Thursday 
and came home on Sunday. They took me 
around the area and through the statehouse 
in Columbia where Maxine led tours as a 
volunteer. So interesting — especially the 
dents in the foundation from cannon ball 
shots in the Civil War. 

And then there was Charleston, where 
George took me through a large vessel 
moored and on display to the public. It 
was wonderful. We even went through a 
submarine there. 

The Independent investors don’t meet 
very often, but over the past few years as 
her health deteriorated, Maxine used to 
come to the meetings on a cane and then 
a walker, but always ready to put in her 
two cents and argue with the Democrat 
members. 

She started having coughing fits over 
the past few years, after she and George 
took a trip to Ireland, and she thinks there 
was something in the air on that long trip 
by plane that set this off.

have to hang up in the middle of a phone 
conversation because she couldn’t breathe.

Why we still need to 
‘Save Our Schools’ 


To the Editor, 

I was recently asked, “Isn’t Save Our 
Schools a bit drastic? We have a new 
superintendent and the Savage teachers are 
back to work.” 

Things are better now. Mr. Kudlak has 
done a great job in implementing change 
to the culture of VBPS — teachers and 
other disciplines are reporting that they 
are happier and that the work climate has 
vastly improved. The positive effect of 
this change is clearly visible to parents and 
teachers, however we still need to Save Our 
Schools as the work is not done. 

The Board of Education has direct 
oversight over ONE employee — the 
superintendent. The current board gave 
this one employee (the predecessor 
superintendent) a “highly effective” 
evaluation each year and continued to extend 
the superintendent’s contract, but the reality 
was far different. The reality was that 
the superintendent was not highly effective 
and that some of the evidence was clear from 
the fact that the school district was losing 
teachers and administrators by the dozens 
— some of whom were leaving for districts 
that paid less and were farther away from 
their homes --and this did not even create 
an iota of concern among the members of 
the board. 

No exit interviews were performed (despite 
community requests) and the Superintendent 
was NEVER questioned about the turnover 
rate among the district employees. Then there 
were the actions of last winter with regards 
to the Savage situation. Just in case you have 
forgotten, here are some of the lowlights: 

e Our school board was not aware that the 
Savage teachers were going to be escorted 
out of the building during school hours and 
in front of their students. 

e When parents and community members 
showed up at school board meetings to 
express their concerns, the school board 
members would not respond to them. On 
several occasions the school board members 
did not look them in the eye when they 
spoke. Check out the Savage Strong/Van 
Buren Strong Schools Facebook page for 
photos of the board members looking at 
their iPads as people addressed them. 

e The School Board and former 
superintendent held a “Town Hall” meeting 
via telephone, at cost to the district, rather 
than meeting with the community in 
person. 

e The school board dragged out the Savage 
situation for months, resulting in the Savage 
students being without their teachers for 
half of the year, the teachers being placed 
in limbo, and the legal bills continuing to

e The school board wrote a letter to the 
editor of the Belleville Independent and said 
that the parents and community members 
who expressed their concerns at the school 
board meeting were “an embarrassment to 
the community and a terrible example to the 
students that are watching.” This letter was 
signed by all board of education members 
except for Mrs. Sherry Frazier. 

There is DEFINITELY work needed to 
Save Our Schools. Please consider your 
options when voting for school board this 
election. I will be voting for Victor DeLibera, 
Susan Featheringill, Darlene Loyer Gerick 
and Simone Pinter as I feel Van Buren 
Public Schools needs a board of education 
who does not consider constituents who 
have concerns to be an embarrassment to 
the community.

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Court Watching: 
Judge Green reduces 


charge against Cynthia 
Richards in VBT

The misdemeanor charge of aggravated 
assault against Cynthia Elizabeth Richards, 
24, of Van Buren Township was reduced to 
a charge of disorderly person after a lively 
Oct. 19 trial with a hostile witness who was 
thought to be the victim. 

34" District Court Chief Judge Tina 
Brooks Green and Wayne County Assistant 
Prosecutor Doug Dwyer worked together 
to sort out the confusing aspects of what 
happened on Aug. 24 at 6555 Outer Drive 
in Van Buren Township. 

Richards said everybody was drunk and 
so nobody knows what happened. 

She told Judge Green that if she is found 
guilty of aggravated assault she will be 
automatically fired from her job as a 
pharmacy technician because the State of 
Michigan will not allow pharmacists with 
violent backgrounds to be licensed. 

She said seven years ago she had a 
domestic violence charge. 

At the end of all the deliberations, Judge 
Green found her guilty of being a disorderly 
person and deferred sentencing for one 
year. If Richards stays out of trouble for 
a year, the case will be wiped from her 
record. 

“It is not reported,” Judge Green stressed, 
“as long as there’s no trouble for a year.” 

Richards said she goes to Alcoholics 
Anonymous three times a week because 
she can’t afford other treatment. 

Judge Green added proof of weekly AA 
meetings to her guidelines. 

Richards said she drug tests every week 
and, “I don’t need any guidance.” 

Judge Green said she is ordering no costs 
and at the end of the year the charge is 
dismissed. 

“No fines or costs and keep going to AA,” 
Judge Green said, as the court session 
ended. 

Richards had explained that her drug of 
choice is cocaine and she has been off that. 
She goes to AA instead of NA because the 
AA meetings are closer to her home and 


she cannot afford other treatment. 

“We don’t want her to lose her job or 
put back her recovery,” Prosecutor Dwyer 
said. 

He said he offered as good a deal as he 
could to her, including disorderly person, 
and she turned him down on all of it. 

Dwyer said they could dismiss the 
charge, but Judge Green said no, “If not 
procedurally correct, it’s out of the box.” 

The trial started with hostile witness 
Helena Marie Weeks, mother of the 
accused, who told Judge Green at an earlier 
court session that she would not testify 
against her daughter and if they tried to 
serve her a subpoena she would disappear 
and they wouldn’t be able to find her. 

VBT Detective Mark Buxton tried to 
serve her and after many attempts, left the 
subpoena in her door. It fell on the ground 
and she said it is still there. 

When the trial was first set, the mother 
didn’t show up and the court-appointed 
defense attorney asked for a dismissal. 
Judge Green, instead, told Det. Buxton to 
make greater efforts to get her in to testify. 

On Oct. 19, Weeks took the stand. She 
testified that on the day in question she was 
drinking heavily and was working on her 
second fifth of Canada House whiskey. She 
said she started drinking alone and later her 
boyfriend and her son were there. 

“I don’t remember much of that day at 
all,’ Weeks testified under oath. 

She said her boyfriend works at 
Bridgewater Tire and was at work at the 
moment. 

She said she doesn’t remember her 
daughter getting arrested. She testified she 
kept trying to call her daughter that night, 
but got no response so she called the Van 
Buren Township police in the morning and 
found out Cynthia was in custody. 

“Nobody told you your daughter assaulted 
you?” Prosecutor Dwyer asked and she 
replied, “I don’t remember.” 

Judge Green reminded Weeks that she 
came to court about one and a half months 
ago and said her daughter had enough 
issues and she wouldn’t testify against her. 

“I drank two fifths of liquor and I 
don’t remember what happened,” Weeks 
insisted. 

“You said you weren’t coming back,” 
Judge Green reminded her and Weeks

replied, “I came of my own free will today. 
I never got served.” 

Prosecutor Dwyer said Weeks avoided 
Det. Buxton and Weeks said he stuck it in 
the door and it fell on the ground and “I 
never touched it.” 

She testified a neighbor picked it up, a 
“nosey neighbor.” 

Dwyer asked her if the neighbor read it 
and told her what it was and Weeks replied, 
“It’s still where the wind blew it.” 

Dwyer asked Judge Green for a 
continuance of the proceedings so police 
could go get Weeks’ boyfriend at his work 
to bring him as a witness. 

“He’s never been served,” Weeks said. 

Det. Buxton said he has sat at their house 
and knocked on the door. He said he could 
drive out to Bridgewater Tire and serve 
him. 

Judge Green decided against a continuance 
and the trial continued. 

Second witness was VBT Police Officer 
Mark King, who testified he was sent out 
to 6555 Outer Drive on Aug. 24 and found 
chaos, with people walking around out in 
the street. 

Officer King said when he arrived Weeks 
was in the ambulance being treated for a 
three inch laceration. Richards was out in 
the street intoxicated. 

Officer King said neighbors told him she 
had physically assaulted her mother, so he 
took her into custody. 

He testified that David Lake, Sr. and Jr. 
were in the trailer and both said Cynthia 
pushed down her mother and her mother 
fell down, and then she pushed her down 
again and she hit her head. 

“My little brother is 12 and has no 
common sense,” Richards said. 

Prosecutor Dwyer offered to alter the 
charge from aggravated assault to drunk 
and disorderly or disorderly person, based 
on the officer’s testimony. 

Judge Green talked about Weeks’ 
persistent refusal to testify or appear and 
testimony that everyone was intoxicated 
and the police were called. 

Weeks tried to speak from the courtroom 
and Judge Green told her to leave the 
courtroom. Weeks yelled out she was 
going to call her attorney. 

Judge Green said in light of the 
circumstances and the statements made to 
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the officer on that day, and that the mother’s 
statement that her biggest concern was she 
didn’t want her daughter to lose her job, 
she would consider the statements to the 
officer “excited utterances” and she would 
find the defendant guilty as charged. 

Then, they discussed Richards’ statement 
that nobody remembers anything about 
what happened and her fears about losing 
her job. 

“The difficulty of the witnesses shouldn’t 
be on her head,” Judge Green said. That’s 
when she amended the charge to disorderly 
person and Richards said she would 
appeal. 

Judge Green said she could appeal, if she 
wanted, but she explained in detail that the 
disorderly charge would not be recorded 
unless she did something wrong over the 
next year. 

After the court session was over, Weeks 
came back to the court and told Magistrate/ 
Court Administrator Al Hindman to pass a 
message on to Judge Green: “Thank you 
very much.” 

Judge Green said later, “That was a very 
happy ending to the story.” 

Audrey Brantley 

Audrey Brantley, 47, waived her 
preliminary exam on charges of possession 
of narcotics or cocaine and operating with a 
high blood alcohol content on Dec. 5, 2015 
in VBT. She was bound over to circuit court 
for an arraignment on the information Nov.

Her court-appointed attorney is 
Christopher Shemke and VBT Det. Ken

With the cooperation of the Belleville, 
Sumpter and Van Buren police leaders, 
school officials, and this young man it went 
smoothly, Chief Berriman said. 

He said there was some concern that 
those opposing the protest might cause an 
incident, but that didn’t happen. 

“It was really nice to see,” said Chief 
Berriman. “The entire crowd at that school 
was well-behaved.” 

He said they shut down West Columbia 
Avenue to empty the parking lot in a hurry 
and vehicles also were let out the Davis 
Street exit. 

The original plan DaQuann presented was 
for protesters to sit on the visitors (Lincoln) 
side of the field and chant during the game 
and then take to the field when the game 
was over to chant some more. 

The directions are to stay seated 
when the National Anthem is played. 
The protest was called a “Power 
in Unity Rally” and participants 
were told there is to be no violence, 
disrespect, harassing, or profanity. 

Some of the chants planned were, “No 
Justice No Peace” and “When Black Lives 
are under attack, we stand up; we fightback.” 

Participants told the Independent their 
protest has nothing to do with what’s 
going on in the Belleville schools. 
It all started when some students at Lincoln 
Consolidated Schools wanted to join 
the Black Lives Matter protests against 
“inequality demonstrated by the multiple 
deaths due to police brutality,” said Taylor 
Killich, a Lincoln High School student. 

She said the volleyball team, of which she 
is a part, has been kneeling for weeks when 
the National Anthem is played. Taylor 
said the Lincoln Athletic Department had 
added a “freedom of speech, freedom of 
expression” line to its rules and so there 
was no problem. 

At the football game against Pioneer on 
Oct. 14, half of the Lincoln football team 
kneeled for the National Anthem and a 
woman wrote about it on Facebook, showed 
pictures and said nasty things, Taylor said. 

Other parents started harassing the 
team over the kneeling, Taylor said. 
Taylor said the cheerleading coach 
reportedly told cheerleaders that if they 


participated in any way in the Black Lives 
Matter protests, they would be off the team. 

Lincoln Cheer Coach Christina Spurley, 
who has been coaching for ten years, said 
she has 21 girls on her team and some 
were being pressured to participate in the 
protest. She said some wanted to put Black 
Lives Matter on their bandanas and others 
were uncomfortable with that. 

She said the girls are on one team and 
should wear one uniform and look alike 
and cheer as one team. She said if a person 
feels so strongly about being part of the 
protest, she can participate in that. 

While Lincoln football players have 
knelt for the National Anthem they are 
not allowed to wear anything else on their 
uniforms. 

Spurley said, “I understand a big cause 
and wanting to be a part of it. But I think the 
students should go to a high school football 
game and have fun at a football game.” 
She pointed out for some of the seniors it 
will be their last football game experience. 

Spurley said she has been getting 
threatening phone calls about what will 
happen at the game. 

At the game some cheerleaders 


planned to wear Black Lives 
Matter headbands in protest, no 
matter the punishment, Taylor said. 


Taylor said on Oct. 19 multiple choir 
members held up their fists in protest against 
the National Anthem. She said nationwide, 
athletes are kneeling and raising fists to 
protest inequality and the high schoolers 
wanted to protest peacefully, too. 

Harrison, a Lincoln student, said they were 
protesting at BHS because it was the last 
football game of the year and they wanted 
to participate in the national movement. 

DaQuann said they got 100 extra Black 
Lives Matter shirts ordered, but didn’t 
know if they’d get them in time for the 
protest. Everyone who didn’t have a Black 
Lives Matter shirt was told to wear all 
black that night. 

He said organizers expected 200 protesters, 
with 70 of them Belleville students. Parents 
at the game counted around 30 protesters. 

“It feels good to be protesting injustices,” 
DaQuann said. He said because Belleville 
and Lincoln are rival teams, they often play 
tricks on each other on game night. 

“This year, instead, we’ll be doing 
something positive,” he said.

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On Thursday, when details of the protest 
came to light, Van Buren Public Schools 
Supt. Pete Kudlak told DaQuann the 
district had no problem with the peaceful 
protest planned. 

Nakia Hawkins-Hudson,a BHS senior, was 
also a member of the organizing committee. 
She said she used to attend Lincoln 
schools and she is representing Belleville 
on the Black Lives Matter Committee. 

Although there were some rumors that 
the protesters planned to disrupt the BHS 
Marching Band that was to perform on 
the field, DaQuann said there is no plan to 
interrupt the band and they didn’t. 

On Thursday night, Supt. Kudlak sent out 
emails to BHS parents explaining what the 
students had planned for their protest and, 
“If you are planning to attend the game, we 
would appreciate you helping us to keep 
the environment safe by not engaging the 
protesters in any way.” 

The Independent posted a story Thursday 
about the upcoming protest on its www.

and more than 30 readers posted their 
comments.

More than any other year, I can feel 
Election Day looming. Nov. 8 is just 
around the corner and many important 
decisions are in front of us as voters. No 
matter which way you lean, you are likely 
feeling the pressure. 

In our community we have some local 
choices to make with the Van Buren Public 
Safety Millage, the Library Millages, the 
School Board Elections, township trustees, 
the Regional Transit Authority, and two 
school millages. All of these are important 
decisions. 

Our two school millages are quite different 
and both need some explaining. 

When Proposal A passed in 1994, the 
funding of schools was fundamentally 
changed. Districts used to be able to go 
to voters for millages that would assist 
in the general operations. After years of 
this practice, some districts were levying 
many more dollars per student than others. 
Proposal A was voted in to help reduce this 
funding gap by not allowing individual 
school districts to obtain millages for 
operations. 

Our two millages are directly linked to 
this component of Proposal A. 

18-Mill Non-Homestead Millage: Since 
1994, local businesses throughout the 
state have had to pay 18 mills for local 
schools. While this is a renewal, it will 
not be listed as such. We are attaching a 
Headlee Override to this proposal. This 
will allow us to receive the full 18 mills for 
the schools. The ballot language will say 
20-mills. However, by law, we can never 
collect more than 18 mills. This 20-mill 
language it strictly the Headlee Override 
component. If we are ina Headlee Rollback, 
we would still be able to collect the full 18 
mills. This millage is just for businesses, 
second homes, and rental property -- not 
for regular households. 

Wayne County Enhancement Millage: 
Since individual school districts can no 
longer levy taxes to support the operations, 
entire counties need to pass a millage. This 
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allows for all the districts in the county to 
benefit from the millage. This is a 2-mill, 
6-year proposal that is designated as 
Enhancement. How should we “enhance” 
the education that we currently provide? 
What do we want to provide for our current 
kindergarteners as they graduate in 2029? 
School should look different, but how? We 
will have a series of focus group meetings 
to discuss this as a community. 

I hope that this helps you have a better 
understanding of our two millage proposals. 
If you still have any questions, please call 
me at (734) 697-9123. 

No matter where you land, I hope that 
you all exercise your right to vote. Being 
an active participant in our political 
process is a fundamental component of 
being American. Through the years, our 
country has fought (and many loved ones 
have died) to protect this right. We know 
that we can make a difference by exerting 
our voice in our democracy and by casting 
our one, unique, researched, inalienable, 
fundamental, and protected vote.

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VBT Treasurer Budd issues 
statement on auditor’s jab at VBT 


At the Oct. 18 meeting of the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees, VBT Treasurer 
Sharry Budd read the following statement: 

“In response to the Belleville-Area 
Independent in the Oct. 13 paper ‘School 
Board audit turns up problem with VBT 
paperwork,’ I would like to state the history 
of the issue. 

“The Township’s DDA issued a bond 
issue back in 1995, for the construction of 
the Township Hall. Based on the timing of 
this issue, the DDA was eligible to capture a 
proportionate share of the school operating 
taxes, along with the State Education Tax 
(SET) and RESA taxes, up to an amount 
equal to the annual bond debt payment. 
Annually, we report this to the State of MI 
via Michigan Department of Treasury form 
2604 titled “Tax Increment Financing Plan 
report for Capture of Property Taxes.” The 
final payment of this bond issue was 10/1/14. 
So, tax year 2014 concluded the township’s 
ability to capture school operating, SET 
or RESA taxes. The State of MI was well 
aware of the conclusion of the bond. Our 
final 2604 report was sent to the State of MI 
on 3/3/15. 

“The 2015 tax year marked the first year 
the Township no longer captured school 
taxes for the payment of the 1995 bond 
issue. So instead of withholding the school 
operating portion of the bond payment as we 
had for the last 20 years (roughly $352,000) 


we distributed the taxes collected to the 
school district without any withholdings as 
required. 

“Mr. Thomas Taylor of Taylor and Morgan 
was quoted in the paper as saying, ‘some 
captured taxes were not reported properly 
to the State by Van Buren Township. The 
Township has to correct that and report it to 
the State. I talked to the gentleman at the 
township and he knows he has to report it.’ 

“His comments were totally off base, not 
accurate and offending. We reported all 
captures to the State of MI on an annual 
basis, as we were required to do. Upon 
conclusion of the bond issue, we are no 
longer required to file form 2604, which 
details the capture of school taxes, due to 
the fact that we are no longer capturing any 
school taxes. 

“My deputy spoke with Mr. David Finks, 
from the State of Michigan, Department of 
Treasury (517-373-3227) on October 13. 
He confirmed the township is in compliance 
with all reporting requirements and future 
filings are not necessary as we are not 
capturing school taxes any longer. 

“I would ask the school’s auditors to be 
sure of their facts before they make false 
accusations about my staff. 

“T would hope this clears up the matter and 
if there are any further questions, you can 
call me at (734) 699-8902.”

run down by a car and police know who did 
it and the trees will be replaced. Williams 
noted that a prominent path off Aberdeen 
at Victoria Commons is overgrow with 
vegetation and needs to be cleared and 
more gravel put down; 

e Discussed the follow-up list, with 
Thompson noting the check cleared for 
the Community Development Block Grant 
funds for the launch and now the launch 
will just be a maintenance item. DDA 
member Alicia McGovern ask if Pioneer 
Landscaping did OK for grass mowing to 
replace DPW workers. Victoria Commons 
president Kelly Bates said it was good 
except grass was left on the sidewalks and 
they didn’t edge or trim along the fence; 

e Approved paying expenditures for 
September and October of $18,703.26. 
There was no meeting held in September; 

e Heard Jeff Vernon ask how success 
is measured referring to comments that 
the outdoor sculptures were a successful 
project. “It does bring people to town,” 
said DDA chairman Rosemary Loria. 
Vernon said people tell him they don’t 
like the sculptures and Loria replied, “We 
haven’t heard the negatives. How can you 
measure art?” Jennifer Winters said from 
the audience that there were thousands of 
pictures taken of the skeleton sculpture 
that was on the Fourth Street Square next 
to Egan’s Pub last year. Vernon also asked 
if the holiday promotion would be in the 
Belleville area and Thompson said it would 
be just in the DDA district; 

e Briefly discussed the successful pop-up 
shop last holiday season, but Winters said 
the Moving the Mitten woman won’t be 
doing it this year. Mayor Kerreen Conley 
said the coordination of a girls’ night out 
last year was fun and, “We had a really 
great time.” Winters said the lady from The 
Buckle told her she would come back to 
sell jeans again; and 

e Heard Councilman Tom Fielder say a 
great example of an incubator is the Zombie 
Run, where the kids did what Thompson 
said to do the first year and now they are in 
charge and they aren’t even the same kids 
that started it. 

There are two vacancies on the DDA that 
need to be filled. The positions both are 
for members with property interest in the 
district, Thompson said. See city hall for 
applications.

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Court Watching: 

Judge Oakley binds 
Nelson Po over to circuit 
court on mj charge

After a preliminary exam on Oct. 12, 
34" District Court Judge Brian A. Oakley 
bound Nelson S Po over to circuit court to 
face a charge of delivering/manufacturing 
5-45 kilograms of marijuana on Aug. 16 in 
Sumpter Township. 

Po’s arraignment on the information is set 
for 9 a.m. Oct. 26 at the Frank Murphy Hall 
of Justice in Detroit. The charge is a felony 
and if found guilty Po would be subject to 
7 years in prison or a $500,000 fine. 


The preliminary exam started with 
Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
Doug Dwyer saying that Po’s attorney 
Ronald Ruark was at the scene when the 
search warrant was executed and so he’s a 
witness. 

A lawyer is not supposed to be a witness 
and also represent the client, Prosecutor 
Dwyer said. 

“I don’t plan to be called as a witness,” 
Ruark replied. “I was on the scene when 
the search warrant was executed.” 

“What do you want me to do?” Judge 
Oakley asked Dwyer, noting he has not 
cited any case law to support his claim. 

“I just found out about it,’ Dwyer said 
and then decided to just get on with the 
preliminary exam. 

His first witness was Sumpter Detective

John Toth who said he was on duty on Aug. 
16 when there was a complaint about an 
odor of marijuana in the area of 45025 
Harris Road. He testified that Sumpter has 
a local ordinance that covers odors and 
this “skunky, marijuana” smell could be 
smelled two doors down. 

He said he assumed it was coming from 
the Po residence. He said he had been in 
several marijuana grows and knows the 
smell. With the medical marijuana licensing 
at the township, he had been at many grows 
and many times over the years before that 
What he smelled was fresh marijuana, he 
testified. 

“You were familiar with Mr. Po’s 
operation in the past?” Dwyer asked and 
Det. Toth said he was. 

Toth said he went to Po’s house and 
Officer Beth Egerer was there with him 
and she rang the doorbell or knocked. He 
said Po was on the telephone and he came 
out and said they could not search the 
property. 

At that point, Po’s attorney Ruark pointed 
out Sumpter Police Chief Eric Luke was 
in the back of the courtroom and Chief 
Luke had been a witness and should be 
sequestered. 

Dwyer said there was a chance Chief 
Luke could testify down the road, but he 
wouldn’t be testifying that day. Ruark said 
then he had no problem. 

Det. Toth continued his testimony 
saying that after Po greeted them with the 
statement that they couldn’t search his 
property, “I thought it was interesting that 
was the first thing out of his mouth, but this 
is America... Ruark had advised him what 
to say ... I was waiting for Ruark. Po said 
he was on his way.” 

Toth said after Ruark arrived he told him 
that he was going to have to see the grow 
operation because the ordinance allows for 
inspection. 

Toth testified they did not search without 
a search warrant. After he got the warrant 
he went back to the grow and Po told him 
he would be 100 plants over the 72 plants 
allowed. 

Toth described the layout of the six grow 
rooms, which included a former kennel, 
a large pole barn and an additional pole 
barn. 

Toth said there were 254 total plants and 
the Michigan State Police located 20 pounds 
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of marijuana in the freezer that was infused 
with butane, which increases the THC. 
Plus there were 70 quarts of Tupperware 
containers with edibles. There also was a 
notebook with details on the grow, $60,000 
cash and guns, Toth testified. 

Dwyer asked how much Po was allowed 
to have under the law for medical marijuana 
and Toth said it was 60 because he was 
short one medical marijuana card. 

Dwyer pointed out marijuana with butane 
is not allowed at all. 

Toth said they submitted one fresh leaf to 
the Michigan State Police lab and it came 
back positive for marijuana. 

Then Po’s attorney Ruark began his 
cross-examination of Toth and asked what 
time he arrived at Po’s house and Toth said 
it was about 11 a.m. 

Ruark pointed out that in the deferred 
agreement signed with Po on Sept. 11, 
2015, police were only allowed to search 
between 9 and 10 a.m. and Toth was an 
hour later than he’s allowed. He said it 
goes to the search issue and the alleged 
confession. 

Toth said he didn’t sign the agreement 
and hadn’t read it until just two weeks 
before this hearing. 

Dwyer said he would disagree that this 
agreement was part of this charge. He said 
in a preliminary exam the judge is just 
supposed to decide if a crime has been 
committed and if there is reason to believe 
that the suspect may have committed the 
crime. 

“T don’t think this is correct for a probable 
cause hearing,” Judge Oakley concurred. 

Toth said in the agreement, Po was to 
cease growing last April and he was still 
growing. He said he hadn’t read the 
agreement when he went to Po’s house on 
Aug. 16. 

Ruark asked who else was at the scene that 
day and he said Officer Egerer was there 
and she was in uniform with a marked car. 
Ruark asked if she was wearing a weapon 
and Toth said she was. 

Ruark asked if Toth identified himself 
and Toth said he had talked with Po many 
times in the past. 

“He tried to hire me for $200,000 to come 
to work for him,” Toth said. “He offered 
$150,000 to Egerer and she thought it was

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VBT Environmental Commission 
to rewrite ordinance on coal tar

The Van Buren Township Environmental 
Commission at its regular meeting Oct. 
19 directed Matthew Best to rewrite the 
coal tar ordinance, adding registration of 
contractors, prohibitions, costs, and civil 
infractions for violations. 

Also, while the current VBT ordinance 
bans applications containing 1% coal tar or 
more, the commission wants that reduced 
to .1%. 

The commission discussed at length what 
other communities are putting on for fines 
and decided to get local asphalt appliers to 
comply the ordinance needed some teeth. 

Last December, the VBT Board of Trustees 
passed the ordinance recommended by the 
Environmental Commission and became 
the first community in the state to ban coal 
tar. 

Since then, other communities have 
banned the substance, including Scio 
Township, Ann Arbor, Hamburg Township, 
Dexter, and Spring Lake Township. 

Best, the VBT deputy director of planning 
and economic development, said when he 
worked on last year’s ordinance he was told 
not to put any fines in the ordinance and

that it would be an educational tool to teach 
residents about the hazards of coal tar. 

Best said VBT’s software is able to 
do registrations of contractors and keep 
documents on file. He said Police Lt. 
Charles Bazzy is working on changing 
punishments for ordinance violations from 
misdemeanors, handled by the court, to 
civil infractions, that are handled by the 
municipalities. 

Township Trustee Jeff Jahr, who was 
at his last meeting after serving on the 
commission for 16 years, noted the 
commission is running out of season for 
asphalt paving so it would be good to get 
the ordinance on the books by next spring. 

Trustee Jahr did not run for reelection to 
the township board, so he will no longer 
be the board’s liaison to the commission. 
The commission has two vacancies besides 
the liaison and so commission members 
have been urging Jahr to come back to the 
commission as a citizen appointee. 

Jahr said the township needs to put on an 
educational campaign to explain the new 
ordinance. 

Commission chairman David Brownlee 
said the brochures on coal tar need to be 
put into mailings for residents. Best said 
the township never got the brochures from 
the Huron River Watershed Council, but he 
will get them. 

In other business at the one hour and 
45-minute meeting, the commission: 

e Held its annual election, reelecting by 
acclimation chairman Brownlee and vice 
chairman Norm DeBuck; 

e Heard Best report on the Lakeshore 
Management Workgroup that has been 
working for the last two months and at its 
last meeting moved to take the document 
to the township attorney. The attorney gave 
it the green light to present to the planning 
commission, which will be done Nov. 9 
or in December. Best said changes to the 
proposed ordinance came from the lakeside 
residents who tirelessly worked to get a 
document they could agree on. “That’s 
democracy working the way it should,” 
DeBuck said; 

e Discussed pollinators and habitat for 
pollinators. It’s “putting green back into 
the gray” for pollinators, Best said. “We’re 
always looking to add green and the VBT 
downtown has greened, thanks to the 
efforts of the DDA and township board,” 
he said. He said if you drive through other 
non-traditional downtowns, you don’t see 
the green that is in VBT. He said Mayser 
Polymer has put green around its new 
pond in the industrial area, which will take 
care of a square mile of pollinators. “When 
the next development comes along, we’ll 
put in more green.” More information on 
pollinators can be found at www.pollinator.

e Listened to Best’s presentation on 
Eurasian Milfoil in Belleville Lake, the 
same talk he recently gave to the planning 
commission.

AUTHORITY — A proposal authorizing the Regional Transit Authority of Southeast Michigan (RTA) to levy an 
assessment. 

The proposal would authorize the RTA to levy within Macomb, Oakland, Washtenaw, and Wayne counties a property 
tax assessment at a rate of 1.2 mills ($1.20 per $1,000 of taxable value); for 20 years beginning in 2016 and ending in 
2035; that may not be increased, renewed, or used for other purposes without direct voter approval; and to be used 
upon the affirmative vote of an RTA board member from each RTA member jurisdiction for the purpose of construction 
and operation of a public transportation system connecting Macomb, Oakland, Washtenaw, and Wayne counties, 
including rapid transit bus routes across county lines, specialized service for senior citizens and people with disabilities, 
commuter rail, airport express service, and other public transportation purposes permitted by law, consistent with RTA 
bylaws and subject to the limitations of the Regional Transit Authority Act. 


If this new additional assessment is approved and levied, revenue will be disbursed to the RTA. It is estimated that 
$160,907,285 will be collected in the first year. 


LOCAL SCHOOL DISTRICT — Van Buren Public Schools operating millage proposition exempting principal residence 
and other homestead property. 

This millage will: (1) allow the school district to levy not more than the statutory rate of 18 mills on all property except 
homestead property as required for the school district to continue to receive its full per pupil foundation allowance and 
(2) provide an additional 2 mills in the event of future Headlee rollbacks to continue to allow the school district to receive 
the full foundation allowance permitted by the state. 


Shall the limitation on the amount of taxes which may be assessed against all taxable property, except principal 
residence and other homestead property as defined by law, in Van Buren Public Schools, Counties of Wayne and 
Washtenaw, State of Michigan, be increased to 20 mills ($20.00 on each $1,000 of taxable value) for 8 years, calendar 
years 2017 to 2024, inclusive? It is estimated that the revenue the school district will collect if the millage is approved 
and 18 mills are levied in the 2017 calendar year will be approximately $9,091,374 from the local taxes authorized in 
this proposal. Revenues will be disbursed to Van Buren Public Schools for the purpose of providing funds for the 
operating expenses of the District. 


DISTRICT LIBRARY — 1. Bonding Proposition for the Belleville Area District Library 

Shall the Belleville Area District Library, formed by City of Belleville, Charter Township of Van Buren, and Township of 

Sumpter, each in the County of Wayne, State of Michigan, borrow the sum of not to exceed $14,000,000 and issue its 

general obligation unlimited tax bonds for all or a portion of that amount for the purpose of constructing, furnishing and

The estimated millage that will be levied for the proposed bonds in 2017 is 0.75 mill ($0.75 on each $1,000 of taxable 
valuation). The maximum number of years the bonds may be outstanding, exclusive of any refunding, is 21 years. The 
estimated simple average annual millage anticipated to be required to retire this bond debt is 0.68 mill ($0.68 on each 
$1,000 of taxable valuation).
